Chicago, Sept. 2. — UongreM is to 
be asked to loan the VVoiM’s Colum- 
bian Eposition S.S,000,000 at least 
and perhaps 97,000,000. That is the 
decision of the National Commission- 
ers, and the CLi< ago dirtetort are 
giving them strong moral support. 
For two days a special committee 
has been holding sessions, discussing 
the best policy to pursue in getting 
tbe loan. This committee is com- 
posed of Gcri. St. Clair, of West Vii- 
ginia, and 0. V. Uossey. of De'e- 
ware, both iniluoDtial members of 
the National Commission: Director 
General Davis and D rectors Gage. 
Baker and Jsflery. All are agreed 
that CongreM ought to make the 
loan, but how to get it is the question 
now abder circassiun. Many of the 
members declare that Congress 
should moke an outright apmojiria- 
tion of at least 15,000,000.
